LORD RAGLAN AND MR KINGLAKE, 


At no period of his life had he held an inda- 
pendent‘command of any kind. He had 
been @ confidential and trusted associate of 
the great duke, but the confidence and 
trust had not been of a sort to educate him 
for the conduct of an army in the field, 
Sinco he had seen war, forty years of office 
life had: passed over: his head. Children 
unborn at the time of Waterloo had. grown 
to middle age while he was acting as a mili-, 
tary necrersty at the Horse Gaards, where 
avery year-of mers pon and ink: inevitably 
added its blurs aud blots to the mental 
‘record of his Peninsular. experience. . No- 
body who has any acquaintance ‘with the 
duties of his official position ‘can suppose 
that they formed even-in a remote degree 
a suitable preparation’ for a command in 
war, Yot Mr Kinglake gravely asks'us to 
belisve that all this. time Lord’ Raglan’s 
generalsbip. hud been ripening like a bin 
of claret or ‘a winter ‘apple ; ‘that- at the 
age of sixty-six he could Took ‘back over the 
vista of -forty yéars’ of ‘town and country 
life, and recall with such effuct that martial 
experiences of his youth as to be at once 
fitted to iead hosts, to awe subordinates, 
and. “to couitrol colleagues. — Associated 
with men” who, whatever their deunerits, 
and’ considerable and recent experieuce 
in war avd in command,’ he is represented 
‘a8 showing himself always their stiperior, 
and maintaining what Mr Kinglake calls 
‘chis ascendant,” ‘whéther he gives or de- 
clines' to give them the-benefit of his opini- 
ons. His: faculty for estimating the capa- 
‘bilities of ground,. and “¢hat inatinctive, 
kxiowledge of country which was one of his 
natural gifts,” cultivated for. half a life- 
time in St. James's Park ‘or the hunting- 
fields. of - Badmington, : enablea liim fo 
Gisoern on 4 battle-field things hidden from 
his purblind colleagues.” The critical mo- 
ments, a0 flesting. and so rarely cangbt, 
except by:the most gifted commanders, are
